PREFACE 



The following poems, with one exception, have 
slowly accumulated during the past eight years. 
Several of them have appeared in the pages of 
the Catholic World. They are not arranged in 
chronological order, and the dates annexed to 
some of them are for private reasons. The “ one 
exception” is the lyric called “ Love’s Prisoner,” 
which was written in I860, the year of the 
author’s conversion to the faith. 

The author has divided the Devotional poems 
into two Parts, in order to keep the First Part 
exclusively for Her at whose feet he lays the 
entire volume. The utterances of one of the 
greatest of her servants have furnished him a 
motto for this Part : and under such shelter 
he makes no apology for language which to

some may sound presumptuously familiar. All 
who can sympathize with the lines “ To Be For- 
given” will not fail to understand him, he is 
sure. 

If he shall have the happiness of making the Ma- 
donna something more than She has hitherto been 
to even one reader, he will not have failed wholly 
in his efforts for Her glory. But his chief aim 
is to inspire choice natures among young men 
in the world, and, still more, among his brethren 
in the Priesthood, with a chivalrous devotion to 
the Queen of queens. 

When woman renounces earthly love “ for the 
kingdom of heaven’s sake,” she finds in Our Lord 
the united love of Father, Brother, and Husband, 
and this in an Ideal Manhood she can never 
sufficiently adore and live for as her King. Have 
men, then, no corresponding Ideal when they 
elect for the “ higher love ” 1 Most assuredly 
they have — in Our Lady. They are free to find 
in Her the united love of Mother, Sister, and 
Spouse — united in an Ideal Womanhood they need 
not fear to worship too devoutly, or serve too 
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
